In May—Redistribution Committee 
Fails to Agree 
-—0o— 

The Alberta (Legislature adjourned 
on Thursday, after an eight weeks’ 
session, having cleaned up the business 
on the order paper. 

It would have been possible to proe 
rogue, but for the Natural Resources 
Bill, which cannot pass third reading 
until agreedon by the Dominion House. 
Premier Brownlee announced that the 
adjourned session would be held on 

| May Sth or near that date, and that the 
election would be before July 15, 

| Seventy-ore bills have received their 
| third reading during the present session, 
The committee on redistribution, come 
posed of unembers from all sides of the 
Hlouse, presented a majority and ininore 
ity report. ‘Lhe majority repo.t stated 
that on account of the committee not 
| buing Unanimeus, a general redistribu- 
| tion should be postponed, ‘The Liberals 
onthe cominitiee presented a minovity 
report. fivoring leaving the seats og 
they are for another session, on account 
of accurate p pulation data not being 
ayailable, and , arrangements haying 
be n made by the various parties for 
cor ducting the elections on the present 
constitutuency boundaries, 

‘he Government brought in a bill on 
‘Tuesday taking out the rural sections of 
tue Calgary and Edmonton] constituene 
cies, separating the city of Medicine Hat 
and the town of Redcliff from the rural 
sections, andcreating the seats of 
Cypress and Empress. ‘The number of 
seats is left at sixty, as before. 

C. R. Pingle, Medicine Hat, questions 
ed the voting strength of the new Cypress 
constituency, basing his figures on the 
Provincial bye-election of 1925, when 
ouly 977 voted in the district named as 
a constituency. In the Domlnion elec- 
tion of 1925, 1857 votes were cast, In 
the new constituency of Empress, only 
1139 persons yoted at the Dominion 
Election. 

Premier Brownlee said that the figures 
| given were not fair, as the weather was 
very bad at the time of last year’s | 
elections, and m#ny of the voters were 
working in other parts of the Province 
The number of those entitled to vote in 
the Cypress poll in 1925 was 3231. 
2950 votes were cast in the Redcliff con- 
stituency in 1921, as compared with 
1204 in 1925, The decrease was largely 
due to weather{aud harvest conditions, 

The bill was passed, the vote being 
38-7. 

GOVERNMENT MAY OPERATE RAILWAY 

A bili was passed Thursday enabling 
the Government to, if necesssry, operate 
the Edmonton, Duuyegan, and British 
Columbia Railway, by appropriating 
$432,500 for capital expenditure and

Nature creates this immunity. Fol 


lowing the attack of diphtheria the 
patient is immune to the disease fo: 
ls time, but, when one considers that | 
lf 1923 there were in Alberta $32 | 
cases of diphtheria and that of these | 
2 died, it must be apparent that im- 
munity developed in this way is ach 
ieved at too great a cost, 

As an active disease diphtheria te | 
amenable to treatment with its anti- 
toxin, especially where it is adminste- 
ed at a sufficiently early stage, But 
why wait for the disease with its grea: 
risks when artificial immunity may be | 
safely developed with the assurance of 
protection in almost every case. 

For protection against diphtheria 
the toxin of the germ is used. It is 
produced by growing the bacillus en 
a suitable medium. The toxin is ex- 
tracted and standardied as to strength 
It is treated with a chemical which 
prevents any toxic effect upon a child 
receiving treatment, and it is finally 
thoroughly tested to see that it con- 
tains nothing harmful, When injected 
under the skin it is absorbeq into the 
system and there stimulates the cells 
of the body to the production of ua pro- 
tective substance. The substance so 
produced remains as part of the body 
for a very considerable period. Most 
authorities report the shortest period 
as six years, Probably in many cases 
it will last a life-time. 

It should be noted that it is from 
four to eight weeks before immunity 


{is tully developed, For this reason 


in immunizing contacts, that is, anyone 
who has been exposed to the disease, 


‘the antitoxin is used, The immunity 


conferred in this way lasts only for 
a short time, probably four weeks at 
the most 

To return to taxoid immunization 
(artificial protection referred to in the 
fourth paragraph). The method of 
administering is simple but should be 
done by a doctor, nurse, or othe: 
qualified person In the ante-diphthe: 
itic treatment two doses of about eight 
drops each are injected beneath the 
skin with an interval of a month be 
tween doses. 

The treatment as outlined is absol- 
utely safe. Even a mild disturbance

Officials throughout the world. A point 
of interest in this regarq is that some 
of the larger American Industrial In- 
surance Companies, among whose in- 
sured are many children, are work- 
ing constantly to have these children 
and others accept immunization treat- 
ment, By so doing they are reducing 
the risk for their policy-holders and 
thereby reducing the company’s risk. 

In this Province, during 1925, there 
have been 2,448 children and adults 
immunized by this method against 
diphtheria. Four of these later devel- 
oped very mild cases of diphtheria and
